STATE SUES TO DISSOLVE 
KENTUCKY JOCKEY CLUB 


Attorney-General Charges Its Operation of 
Race Tracks, With Betting, Is Detrimental 


to Public Welfare. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 23.— 
Attorney-General Frank E, Daugh- 
erty today filed suit in the Jeffer- 
son Circuit Court in behalf of the 
State of Kentucky for dissolution 
of the Kentucky Jockey Club and 
for forfeiture of its franchise, al- 
leging that a further continuance 
of the club as a corporation is 
detrimental to the interests and 
welfare of the commonwealth. 
The petition comes ciose upon 
the heels of a bitter gubernatorial 
campaign in which J. C. W. Beck- 
ham, Democrat, had declared that 
if elected he would work for the 
repeal of the State law permitting 
the club to operate the pari-mutuel 
betting system. He was defeated 
by Judge Flem D. Sampson, Re- 
publican, who said that the matter 
was not an issue in the campaign. 
Sampson got a majority of approxi- 
mately 40,000. One of Beckham's 
supporters, Circuit Judge Thurman, 
in public speeches, accused the 
jockey club of spending thousands 
of dollars to defeat Beckham, but 
this was vigorously denied by club 
officials. 

Operates Four Tracks, 

The petition states that the 
jockey club is a corporation with a 


| 


capital stock of $4,000,000, engaged 
in operation of race tracks at Lou- 
isville, Lexington and Latonia, and 
that in March, 1926, it acquired 
and began to operate a track in 
Chicago. In connection with the 
race tracks, it was alleged the 
jockey club set up and operated 
gambling devices, commonly re- 
ferred to as pari-mutuels. The pe- 
tition alleged that the sale of tick- 
ets in connection with the pari-mu- 
tuel machines is a ipttery and in 
violation of section 226 of the Ken- 
tucky Constitution and a violation 
of the Federal laws. 
Alleges Slush Fund. 

It added that in connection with 
the betting, the club has created 
and maintained a monopoly. on 
race track gambling and in order 
to defeat the repeal of any bills 
presented to the Legislature has 
engaged lobbyists to attend every 
session, furnished large sums to 
debauch and control members of 
the Legislature. 

It was further stated in the suit 
that the Kentucky Jockey Club 
had “employed persons for the p* r- 
pose of controlling the selection of 
Governors and members of _ the 
Legislature, and has taken an ac- 
tive part in the elections.”’

COURT BLAMES MOTORISTS: 
IN CROSSING ACCIDENT 


Denies Claim for Injuries and Cites 
Supreme Bench View of Driv- 
ers’ Responsibility. 

The decision of the United 


State Supreme Court, Oct. 31, that 
it is not enough for a motorist to 
listen for a train at a crossing, but 


that he also shovld stop and exam- 
ine conditions before proceeding. 
guided the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals here today in 
denying an appeal in a damage suit. 

The suit was brought against the 
Santa Fe Railroad by Joseph 
Kutchma and Frank J. Haskell, 
who were injured in 1924 when a 
truck i which they were ‘riding 
was struck by a Santa Fé train near 
Colorado Springs, Colo. The trial 
Judge directed a verdict for the 
defendant, holding the plaintiffs 
were guilty of contributory negli- 
gence. 

In sustaining the trial judge, the 
Court of Appeals cites the Supreme 
Court’s opinion, which stated that 
inasmuch as trains do not stop at 
crossings, motorists must stop for 
trains, and further, that a motorist 
who approaches a crossing should 
realize he may be killed there if 
not careful.

Their Removal From Surtax Field 
Will Be Recommended ‘to

Supreme Court Accepts Re- 
port for Filing With Rec- 
ords—Gives Secretary of 
War Right to Act.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Chi- 
cago won a material victory today 
when former Justice Charles E. 
Hughes submitted a report to the 
Supreme Court as special master in 
the lake diversion cases in which 
he held that the present diversion 
permit issued by the Secretary of 
War was valid. 

He declared the entire control 
of the diversion through the Chi- 
cago sanitary canal remained sole- 
ly with Congress, and that-if a sit- 
uation developed in which Chicago 
sought to create or continue a 
withdrawal of water from Lake 
Michigan without the sanction of 


Congress or of administrative of- 
ficers acting under its authority, 
the lake states would be entitled to 
bring a bill to restrain such action. 

The report covered the three 
pending cases brought by Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan and New York, sev- 
eral other lake’ states having 
jeined Wisconsin. It recommended 
that the suits now before the Su- 
preme Court be dismissed without 
prejudice to the right of the lake 
states to instifute suit to prevent a 
of “water from Lake 
Michigan in case such diversion is 
made or attempted without author- 
ity of law. 


Says No Vested Rights Exist. 


which the present diversion is be-

REMUS LOSES ONE 
IMPORTANT POWNT

Fails to Show Witness Was 


Intimidated, but Defeats 
State’s Effort to Prove 


Conspiracy. 


DRIVER OF SLAYER 
HOSTILE ON STAND 


Evades Direct Answers to 
Queries From Prosecu- 
tion, Which Called Him 
to Testify. 


By the Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 23.—George 
Remus lost and won important 
points in his murder trial here to- 
day. 

At the outset he failed in trying 
to show that George Klug, who 
drove him to Eden Park, where he 
shot and killed Mrs. Remus Oct. 6, 
had been intimidated in the office 
of Charles P. Taft II, County Pros- 
ecutor. Judge Shook heard long 
arguments, after sending the jury 
out of the room, and ruled against 
Remus. 

Remus’ victory came when Judge 
Shook decided that the records 
showed no conspiracy. The State 
was trying to prove that Remus had 
to use his mind to plan the slaying 
with others and to plan with others 
to “cover up.” Remus’ plea is in- 
sanity. Judge Shook held that the 
State would have to prove a con- 
spiracy either by direct or circum- 
stantial evidence, not only to com- 
mit, but to conceal the crime, and 
also to prove that the parties were 
acting in furtherance of that de- 


Klug Hostile to Prosecution. 

Direct examination of Klug had 
not been completed when-court- was. 
recessed. He had told the story of 
meeting Remus at his home at 7 
o'clock the morning Mrs. Remus 
was slain, of driving to the Alms 
Hotel, which housed her at the 
time, and of following her taxicab 
to the death scene. He denied he 
witnessed the shooting. 

Klug sa.d he obeyed Remus’ in- 
structions to cut in ahead of the 
taxicab and halt it, but Remus, in 
an argument on the conspiracy an- 
gle, asserted: ‘It will be shown 
that Klug’s hands were not on the 
wheel when the motor car headed 
into the curbing and halted the 
taxicab. It will be proved the Re- 
mus at that time controlled the 
car.” 

Klug remained a witness hostile 
.O the prosecution, which presented 
him, 


Hits State’s Conspiracy Claim. 

The State had depended largely 
upon his testimony to prove Remus 
killed his wife after planning it the 
night previously with Klug and 
George Connors and Blanche Wat- 
son, secretaries to Remus. 

After the shooting, Klug testified, 
he went first past the home of Con- 
nors and then to the home of Miss 
Watson on the Kentucky side of the 
Ohio River. The prosecution con- 
tended that this fact bore out its 
allegation of conspiracy, but an 
hour of argument falied to win a 
decision from Judge Shook. 


Kiug told the Court that when 
he had been taken into the Prose- 
cutor’s office on the afternoon 
after he had driven Remus to kill 
Mrs. Remus he had been given five 
minutes to answer a question and, 
refusing, finally had been locked 
in a dark jail cell. After two days 
and two nights there he was or- 
dered held on $10,000 bond as a 
material witness, he said. 

Prosecutor Charles P. Taft II. 
was alleged by Klug to have de- 
manded that he say whether after 
the shooting he had driven the 
Ktemus automobile to the Penn- 
syivania Station. 

“Mr. Sibbald held a watch on 
me and they locked me up when 
I wouldn’t say it inside five min- 
utes,” said Klug. 

In defending the Prosecutor’s of- 
fice against the attack of Remus 
and Klug, Sibbald denied that Kiug 
had been given five minutes to 
answer. 

“We gave Klug a long oppor- 
tunity to tell all he knew about the 
killing.” said Sibbald. “He studied, 
stammered and finally declined.” 


No Violence Offered.

MILLIONAIRE SUED FOR 
$500,000 BY WOMAN 


Miss Edna Story Says William 
P. Clyde Broke His Promise 
to Marry Her. 


By Leased Wire From the New

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—William 
P. Clyde, who inherited more than 
$1,000,000 of the Clyde steamship 
fortune, promised to marry Miss 
Edna M, Story, but failed to do so, 
she alleges in a suit filed yester- 
day in the Supreme Court asking 
for $500,000 damages. 

The shipping heir’s defense is 
that whatever grievance Miss Story 
held against him was completely 
assuaged on March 20, 1925, when 
he placed $21,000 in. the Bankers 
Trust Co. ag a trust fund for her. 
Clyde's papers did: not disclose the 
reason for making this trust fund 
to her, but said that in return she 
signed waivers on all claims against 
him. Nevertheless, Miss Story's 
story, as revealed in. her complaint, 
is that she was damaged to the ex- 
tent of $500,000 when she discov- 
ered in February, 1925, Clyde had 
no intention of marrying her. 

She had an affair with the ship- 
ping heig from December, 1923, un- 
til February, 1925, she said. ‘dur- 
ing which time she understood 
they were to be married. But 
according to Clyde she could not 
have had such a misunderstanding, 
because’ she knew all along, he 
said, that he already was married. 

Clyde’s wife was the former’ Miss 
Dore Jessiyn Taylor.

Youngstown Tube Will

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—The New 


York Herald-Tribune. says it has 
learned in important banking cir- 
cles that a plan to form a mérger 
of indepéndent steel-producing 
companies which will have units

If present negotiations are com- 
pleted, two Middle-Western organi- 
zations, Inland Steel Co. and Corri- 
gan-McKinney Steel Co., will be 
the first taken into the fold.

Advisability of the combination, 
the Herald-Tribune says, is regard- 
ed in the steel trade as due to the 
present low prices being obtained 
throughout the industry and the 
fact that United States Steel and 
Bethlehem are better able to meet 
such conditions due to their ability 
to purchase large quantities of raw 
materials at relatively low prices. 
This has forced the independents 
to the realization of the advant- 
ages they would gain through com- 
bining into a new, large corpora- 
tion able to meet the competition 
of the two leaders of the industry.

“Henry Judd Gray’s testimony 
was intended to show that he was 
only a blind tool, with mind and 
will so weakened by indulgence in 
intoxicating liquors and other ex- 
cesses that he was incapable of re- 
Sistance to a stronger personality, 
incapable in his then state of mind 
of deliberation or premeditation. 
A mass of circumstances belied the 
claim of exculpation of either. The 
jury might well find that each de- 
fendant, by testimony in open 
court has established the guilt of 
voth. 


“Throughout tue trial and in his 
charge the trial Justice with scru- 
pulous care protected the rights of 
both defendants.

AMERICAN FREED BY FRENCH 


B. J. Doty Released From Service 
in Foreign Legion.

Dr. Murphy is, of course, the 
Eddie Murphy whose work at quar- 
terback on the teams coached by 
Eddie Cochems is sstill a live 
memory in the minds of St. Louis- 
ans. A midget leader of giants, 
Murphy was the brains of the ma- 
chine and in 1907 was named quar- 
terback on the second all-Western 
team. Walter Eckersall made the 
first team, in the same capacity. 


Was Ahead of Time. 


URPHY was the youngster 
M who directed the runs of Brad 
Robinson, Frank Acker, Pike 
Kenney and John Schneider. He 
was just a kid from Alabama, less 
than 20 years of age, but a streak 
when he chose to carry the ball. 
He didn’t choose to carry it much, 
he said yesterday, because he wore 
n pads and being tackled hurt like 
the devil. However, there were 
times when he lugged it and, as 
he could run 100 yards in 101-5, 
his light clothing helped his speed. 
The kid of 20 years ago is to- 
day a prominent surgeon here, but 
the mind that has achieved suc- 
cess in the operating room's sstill 
burns with admiration for that 
genius of the gridiron, Eddie Co- 
chems, who gave football the ele- 
ment which today makes it so 
spectacular, the forward pass, 
“Eddie Cochems was not only 
ahead _ of his own time,” said his 
old quarterback, “but he was 
ahead of the coaches today, in 
my opinion. The formations he 
perfected prior to introducing 
his new idea of forward passing 
into the game werc more sound- 
ly conceived, and worked better, 
than those of today.” 

‘Most of our plays were run.from 
one fundamental formation, with 
the line in its regular position but 
the backs 10 yards away in what 
appeared to be a punt formation. 
From this formation we could 
either kick, pass or rush the ball, 
and that was what puzzled our 
opponents. Sometimes with the 
backs in this array, one, of the 
guards would step back a pace, re- 
ceive the ball from center and tear 
through with the center for inter- 
ference. 


Schneider and Robinson Could 
Throw Forward Passes 50 Yards 


66 GAIN, Schneider or Robin- 
A son might receive the snap- 
back and heave one of those 
terrific passes of theirs. Tackles 
were eligible to receive. them, in 
addition to ends and backs, Schnei- 
der and Robinson threw the ball 
so hard that I neve- dared to catch 
it for fear of being knocked over. 
Sometimes they threw 50 and 60 
yards, always with bullet speed. 
Lawrence Irwin, whom I regard 
as the best player we had, was a 
tackle and a great receiver. Pike 
Kenney, who played in the back- 
field, was also a fine hand at 
catching them.” 

Cochems gave Murphy great lati- 
tude in running the team and the 
quarterback sometimes formulated 
plays to suit situations on the spur 
of the moment. Once he did this 
against Nebraska and confounded 
the Cornhuskers with the unex- 


pected. 

Speed was always the keynote of 
the team’s play, Murphy calling the 
signals asthe players were getting | 
in position. The instant the last 
man got set, the ball was snapped. 
On this Nebraska occasion, the 
customary punt formation was 
called. with the St. Louis backs be- 
hind their own goal line, Obviously 
the situation cried out for a punt 
and nothing else. But Murphy had 
an idea. In the confusion of the 
moment, with the eyes of the Ne- 
braska linemen glued on the man 
they thought was going to punt, 
Murphy and Acker sneaked quickly 
forward and actually hid behind 
and under their own big linemen. 

“Acker weighed 180, but he was 
short,” said Murphy, “so he 
crouched under a guard and I be- 
hind the center, I took the ball on 
the short snapback and with a, 
quick movement tucked it in the 
crook of the guard's Jeg, the one in 
front of Acker, The Nebraska men 
overlooked my move, but they had 
seen the ball snapped and charged 
through to block the “kick, Of 
course, there was no kick and after 
a short wait, Acker picked the ball 
form its hiding place and he and I 
tore down the field with a big 
guard clearing the way. Frank ran 
the ball 65 yards before he was 
downed. Cochems was tearing his 
hair on the sidelines when he saw 


Pass in 1906. 


HE forward pass was first in- 
troduced by Cochems in 1906, 
Dr. Murphy said. The Billikens 
were not defeated that year. They 
scored 407 points to their oppo- 


“We spent the month of Sep- 
tember training at Lake Beulah 
in Wisconsin,” Dr. Murrny said. 
‘“tlere in a cornfield where we 
practiced, the forward pass had its 
first tryout. It was an original 


stroke by a football genius. Co--: 


chems picked out Schneider and 
Robinson, who had enormous 
hands, and showed them sow to 
spiral the ball and it wasn’t long 
before they were heaving it awful 
distances. 

“Our opponents were simply de- 
moralized at the new kind of at- 
tack and if they began to lay for 
passes after a period or so, all we 
had to do was change to rushing, 
from the same formation, Even 
the officials couldn’t make it out. 
Lieut. Hackett of West Point ref- 
ereed our Thanksgiving day game 
in 1906 with Iowa, which we won 
39-0, and was so confused that he 
asked me to please let nim know 
when we were going to do that 
peculiar thing again so that he 
could follow the play properly. 
It gave us such a tremendous ad- 
vantage over other teams tn the 
matter of diversity of attack that 
one all-Western tackle on Nebras- 
ka in 1907 begged me t9 tell him 
where we were going to send the 
next play. That St. Louis team 
had everything a quarterback 
could ask for—tremendous weight, 
experience and an offensive 
weapon as astounding as gun- 
powder to savages.” 


Signs of Degeneration. 


T. LOUIS U. had fewer profes- 
Geionai departments then and 

most of the players were medi- 
cal students, Dr, Murphy recalled 
many of them who are now suc- 
cessful specialists, surgeons and 
physicians.

*“‘Broken Time” Plan Con- 
trary to All Concepts of 
Sportsmanship and Ama- 
teurism, Convention

CINCINNATI, Noy. 23, — Any 
proposal to pay athletes for time 
lost in Olympic competition is 
“dangerous” and contrary to all 
concepts of American Sportsman- 
ship and amateurism, the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union decidea yester- 
day in going on record as vigorous. 
ly opposed to the “broken time” 
provision adopted by the Interna- 
tional Footbal] Association in con- 
nection with the 1928 Olympics. 

The “broken time” rule under 
which players on soccer footbal) 
teams entering the next Olympics 
may be reimbursed for the time 
taken from their work, has received 
the endorsement of the Interna- 
tional’ Olympic Committee put 
American authorities through 
Major-General Douglas McArthur, 
president of the American Olym- 
pic Committee, have served notice 
they will not accept it. 

The A. A. U. endorsed this pro- 
test. It is the understanding that 
the United States Football Asso- 
ciation also opposes such a ruling 
and will not accept it as operating 
in sending an American soccer 
team to Amsterdam next year. 

Farris Succeeds Rubien. 

Besides settling other affairs 
connected with its part in organ. 
izing the American Olympic pro- 
gram the A. A. U. in the clesing 
season of its convention re-elected 
Murray Hulburt of New York toa 
fourth term as president, a record 
for this office, and named New 
York as the 1928 convention city. 

Daniel J. Farris, of New York, 
was elected to succeed Frederick 
W. Rubien, of New York as secre- 
tary, the latter having resigned af. 
ter serving 13 years, 

Former recommendation for the 
appointment of Lawson Robertson, 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
to be head coach of the 1928 Olym- 
pic track and field team and of 
William Bachrach, of the Illinois 
A. C. to be head coach of the 
Olympic swimming team, will be 
laid before the American Olympic 
committee. 

Robertson’s assistants will be 
selected from a list of a score of 
college and club coaches agreed 
on by the A. A. U. which has a 
controlling voice in the Olympic 
Committee.

Bachrach will be aided by L. 
De B. Handley of New York, as 
women’s coach and Ernest Brand- 
sten of Stanford University, as div- 
ing coach. If a fourth swimming 
coaeh is permitted, Perry McGilll- 
vray of the Illinois A. C. will be 
named to have charge of the wa- 
ter polo team. 

Reconsidering several applica- 
tions for records the convention ac- 
cepted as new American marks the 
880-yard and 800-meter relay fig- 
ures, both 1 minute, 25 4-5 sec- 
onds as made by the Southern Cali- 
fornia quartet last May after es- 
tablishing that they were clocked 
by fifth seconds watches and not 
tenth second watches as was first 
reported.

Proposed Ordinance to Clear Three 


Streets From 7:30 a, m to 6 
Dp. m. Gets Two Indorsements, ~ 


The proposed ordinancé to elim- 
inate parking during business hours 
on three streets in the shopping 
district has been approved by the 
Associated Retailers and the Down- 
town Business Men’s Association, it 
is announced by C. E. Williams, -n 
officer of both organizations. As 
has been told, the proposed  or- 
dinance would prohibit parking on 
Olive and Locust streets and Wash- 
ington avenue from Twelfth to 
Fourth streets each business day, 
between the hours of 7:30 a. m. 
and 6 p. m., 
Proprietors of downtown stores. 
most of whom belong to the Asso- 
ciated Retailers and the Downtown 
Business Men's Association, hereto- 
fore have opposed projected meas- 
ures to abolish parking in down- 
town districts. Their experience 
last December, however, 
during the Christmas \ shopping 
rush, parking was not permitted 
on some streets in the shopping 
center, Convinced them ofthe value 
of this method of facilitating the 
movement of traffic, Williams said. 
Director of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks, who is fostering the pro- 
posed ordinance, said it will not 
be possible to have it enacted prior 
to the Christmas shopping rush, 
but that a police order, like that 
of last year, likely will be issued 
to prevent parking in.the shopping 
district during the period.

BRITAIN STILL HOPES FOR 
LIMITATION. ON CRUISERS 


Reluctant to Lay Down Any More 10,000-Ton

LEADER OF FILIPINOS 
MODIFIES LIBERTY PLEA 


Manuel Quezon Says U. S. 
Could Maintain Naval Sta- 
tions on !slands.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Manuel 
Quezon, president of the Philippine 
Senate, today was on record with a 
proposal regarded as a withdrawal 
of his former demand for “com- 
plete, immediate and absolute inde- 
pendence,” and an opening for a 
compromise solution of the Philip- 
pine problem. 

Before the Economic Club of 
New York at the Hotel Astor last 
night, Quezon said he saw no rea- 
son why the United States could not 
retain her present trade relations 


with the Philippines and maintain 
naval stations there to protect her 
foreign trade in the Far East. He 
spoke favorably of the “senior and 
junior partger’ plan advanced last 
year by Henry Morgenthau, former 
Ambassador to Turkey. 
Necd American Capital. 

Quezon said he hoped for a set- 
tlement which would clearly fix the 
future relations between the United 
States and the Philippines, in order 
that American capital, now kept out 
of the islands by the political uncer- 
tainty, might i2 attracted there 
for the development of the natural 
resources. 

It was the first time the Philip- 
pine leader has come out publicly

“Tt is to the interests of the Unit- 

ed States,” Quezon continued, “to 
keep her present trade relations 
with the Philippines.

MOON’S INFLUENCE 
MAKES BODIES ON 
EARTH LOSE WEIGHT 


Leviathan Is 12 Pounds Lighter 
When Planet Is Directly 
Overhead. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23—Every- 
body and everything in the world 
become lighter when the moon is 
directly overhead, a bulletin pub- 
lished by the National Geographic 
Society says. The difference is not 
great but in the case of a body as 
heavy as, for example, the Levia- 
than, it amounts to 10 or 12 
pounds. 

The reason for the difference in 
weight is that all bodies attract 
each other, the strength of the at- 
traction being in proportion to 
mass and nearness. The moon 
when directly overhead tends to 
pull all objects straight up. This 
pull accounts for the difference in 
weight, only measurable in large 
objects.

RUMANIAN SHIPS 
WARNED AGAINST 
SOVIET ATTACKS 


Latter Reported to Have 
Started Seizure of Former 
White Russian Fleet on 
Black Sea. 


Py the Associated Press. 
BUCHAREST, Nov. 23.—Ruma- 


nian ships plied across the Black 
Sea today armed because of the 
reported presence along the steam- 
ship Icanes of soviet war vessels. 
The soviet vessels, torpedo boats 
and destroyers, were reported to 
be intent on capturing all ships 
which formerly belonged to the 
White Russian fleet. 

The Egyptian steamer Geheorghe 
Patro, which formerly was in the 
White fleet, remained at Con- 
stanza, Rumania, fearing to leave 
port because of the probability of 
capture. 

Rumanian marine officials at 
Constanza warned the captains of 
all boats to be on the lookout also 
for pirates, who were said to have 
become increasingly active since 
the dismissal of Leon Trotzky from 
the Communist party. The pirates 
were reported to intend to start a 
revolt in towns -bordering along 
the Black Sea from Odessa to Con- 
stantinople. 

With detachments of marines 
aboard, the Rumanian steamers 
Dacia sailed for Alexandria and the 
Princess Maria for Constantinople. 
The Rumanian Admiralty armed 
all the larger vessels because of 
the report that soviet torpedo boats 
and destroyers patrol.ed the route 
followed by Rumanian and foreign 
postal ani passenger steamers. 

The captain of the steamer Ras- 
canu, en route from Constantinople 
to Constanza, was warned in a 
wireless from Rumanian marine 
officials, that eight Russians armed 
with false passports, who intended 
to provoke a revolt among the 
crew were among the ship's pas- 
sengers. 

The Captain of the steamship 
Rumania, when he was en route 
between Constantinople and Con- 
stanza, was informed by wireless 
by the Rumanian secret police that 
two soviet torpedo boats were 
cruising mysteriously about the 
Black Sea. 

Although the Rumanian did not 
belong to the Wrangel fleet, the 
Captain immediately ordered full 
speed ahead with all lights extin- 
guished. The steamer docked four 
hours ahead of schedule after a 
thrilling midnight race across the 
Black Sea at top speed. The pas- 
sengers declared the ship was pur- 
sued all the way across. 

The soviet fleet was said to have 
held maneuvers near the Ruma- 
nian, Bulgarian and Turkish coasts 
during the last three months. Sev- 
eral soviet destroyers came inside 
Rumanian territorial waters at 
Constanza in full view of army and 
navy officers. The officers hur- 
riedly prepared to resist any at- 
tack. 

At intervals during the last three 
months the soviet fleet is stated to 
have held maneuvers near the 
Rumanian, Bulgarian and Turk’sh 
coasts, causing much apprehension 
in those countries. At Constanza 
recently several soviet destroyers 
came inside Rumanian territorial 
waters in plain view of army and 
navy officers who hurried to pre- 
pare resistance to any attack. 


Soviet Denies Fiect Is Seizing For- 
mer Wrangel Ships. 
MOSCOW. Nov. 23.—The soviet 
Foreign Office today flatly denied 
reports from Bucharest that soviet 
war veasela were on a mysterious 
cruise in the Biack Sea, seeking 
particularly to capture all ships 
which formerly belonged te the 
White Russian ficet.

United States’ entrance into the 
World War, April 6, last, that 
“France would -be willing to sub- 
scribe publicly with the United 
States to any mutual engagement 
tending to outlaw war, to use an 
American expression, as between 
these two countries.” 


“In recognition of this specific 
offer,” said Senator Capper’s state- 
ment, “my resolution specifies the 
willingness of the United States to 
enter into such a treaty ‘with 
France or any like-minded nations." 
Other nations will be found ready 
to follow that example, I believe.” 


A Public Policy of Peace. 


The resolution also provides that 
issues that cannot be settled by 
negotiation be submitted to arbi- 
tration or judicial decision. 

“There is every reason to con- 
sider this proposal for civilized na- 
tions to renounce war as an instru- 
ment of public policy. a logical and 
necessary step toward peace,” the 
statement continued. “It goes fur- 
ther, it seems to me, than merely 
declaring war,criminal, 

“The resolution further proposes 
that governments engaging in such 
a treaty will not support their own 
nationals in giving aid to aggressor 
nations in war. And te give mean- 
ing to thig provision the resolution 
defines an aggressor as any nation 
that, having agreed to submit is- 
sues to arbitration, plunges into 
war without making such an ap- 
peal.

It is the part of a 
treaty, and not the part of a reso- 
lution stating a national policy, to 
provide for example, for such na- 
tional policies.as the Monroe Doc- 
trine and domestic questions, so far 
as may be necessary. The resolu- 
tion does not attempt to offer forms 
for treaties. It simply declares a 
policy.” 
Senator Capper recalled that 
within the next year, in February, 
June and August, the treaties of 
arbitration with France, Great 
Britain and Japan expire by their 
own terme.

An Explanation of Mr. Nolte’s Attitude 
Toward the Zoo, Library and 
Art Museum. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
EPLYING to “Observer.” there Is 


nothing stupid or impertinent about 
Mr. Nolte, as fiscal officer of. the City of 


St. Louis, having a comment to make on 
the way city funds are expended. That: 
is his duty and his comments are made 
courageously and are based on sound 
fiscal principles. 

The handling of fiscal affairs of the 
City of St. Louis is in the hands of the 
Comptroller and Board of Estimate. The 
Board of Estimate is charged with budg- 
eting every department of the city gov- 
ernment at the beginning of each fiscal 
year. This method of budgeting is pro- 
vided for in the new Gity Charter which 
was adopted by the vote of the people in 
1914 (a later date than the special tax 
for the Art Museum was voted), and the 
contention of Mr. Nolte and the Board 
of Estimate is that this method of con- 
ducting fiscal affairs is the one that 
should be adopted fer all departments of 
the city. At no time has there been any 
demand for abolishing the Art Museum, 
the Zoo or. the Public Library, or any 
threat to stop their appropriations. 

At the present time there are four 
departments exempt from the budgeting 
method as provided in the City Charter. 
They are the Police Department, the Art 
Museum, the Library and thé Zoo. The 
Police Department is exempt because of 
State statutes and the Art Museum, Li- 
brary and Zoo because of a fixed tax 
rate voted by the people in 1907 for the 


Art Museum, in 1901 for the Library, in 


1916 for the Zoo. 

Would any business or organization 
operating on the budget plan apply the 
system to al] its departments and operate 
three on a plan 11 to 26 years old? The 
very term budgeting as understood by 
accountants the world over means an an- 
nual estimate of expenditures based on 
the estimated income for the year. 

A recent meeting of cost accountants 
recommended the budget system of con- 
trol for all business enterprises. The 
budget system of controlling expenditures 
of the State of Missouri is now betng dis- 
cussed and if adopted, will be one of the 
most constructive pieces of legislation 
the State ever passed. If it is adopted, 
should any department be excluded? 

The Home Rule bill for the Police De- 
partment fatled to pass at the last session 
of the Legislature. This was conceded to 
be a constructive piece of legislation and 
had it passed would have placed the. 
fiscal affairs to the Police Department 
under the control of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. 

Mr. Nolte is making no fight against 
any of the city’s activities but he does 
Say, as any well trained fiscal officer 
would, that if you have a system of 
budgeting city funds this system shoulé 
apply to all city activities without fa- 
voritism or discrimination.

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ENERGIZING THE CHAMBER. 

Evidence of the progressive spirit of Greater St. 
Louis is to be found in the plan to reorganize the 
Chamber of Commerce so as to make it an active and 
potent force in the work of building up the industry 
and commerce of St. Louis and in promoting the gen- 
eral interest and welfare of the city. 

Recognizing the value of the work of the leaders 
of the organization in the past, the present manage~ 
ment under the energetic and capable leadership of 
President Harold M. Bixby decided that the chamber 
needed reorganizing and the present system thor 
ough revising, in order to enable it to be the force in 
business growth and civic improvement which it 
ought to be. A reorganization committee has worked 
out a plan of reorganization, which was unanimously 
adopted’ by the committee and the board of directors 
at a meeting last night in the Coronado Hotel. 

It is needless here to give the reorganization plan 
in detail. It will be submitted in full to the mem- 
bers and the citizens of St. Louis. There is to be a 
paid president, selected by the board of directors, who 
will devote his whole time to the work of the organi- 
zation. Committees covering all phases of the cham- 
ber’s activities touching business and municipal af- 
fairs, will be linked up closely to the board of di- 
rectors, and there will be an effort to establish affili- 
ation and co-operation with all the business organiza- 
tions in the city. The budget will be increased to 
$250,000 to clean up the slate and provide money for 
effective work along all the lines of activity. 

A comprehensive program is suggested for the re- 
vised organization. It includes active and responsive 
leadership, improved transportation service, adequate 
representation of St. Louis on the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to prevent discrimination against 
the city: improvement of waterways and port facili- 
ties; promotion of the city’s industrial and trade op- 
portunities; the expansion of all St. Louis trade, re- 
tail and wholesale; flood control; development of avi- 


ation, and effective co-operation in the advancement 
of all the city’s interests. 

President Bixby and his associates in the chamber 
are taking, we believe, a long step in the right di- 
rection in their effort to revive and energize the 
Chamber of Commerce. So many problems confront 
the growing city which must be determined, and so 
many opportunities for greater growth and pros- 
perity and for contributions to the welfare of the city 
are to be utilized, that an active organization and a 
capable leadership may be made an invaluable asset 
to the city. 

Whe have the initial leadership and the completed 
plan. Responsibility for the success of the organiza- 
tion and for the value of the new chamber rests with 
the business men of St. Louis. Their support and 
co-operation are essential to the successful working 
out of the plan. }

DOWNTOWN PARKING. 

An ordinance, sponsored by Director of Streets and 
Sewers Brooks, will be introduced at the next meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen to prohibit parking, 
between 7:30 a. m. and 6 p. m., on Olive, Locust and 
Washington from Fourth street to Twelfth boule- 
vard. 

Some objections from merchants are expected, 
though sentiment as a whole is said to be favorable. 
As regards loss of trade, Mr. Brooks points out that 
the drivers of parked ¢ars, even if they all make pur- 
chases, are a small minority compared to the num- 
ber of people who are kept out of the downtown dis- 
trict by the present congestion, or who, after brav- 
ing the conditions, are often in a despairing or fight- 
ing mood rather than in a buying frame of mind. 
The point seems plausible to us, both commercially 
and Psychologically. 

It is obvious, however, that the downtown problem 
will not be solved by an antiparking ordinance. A 
vyerboten in this instance is a mere poultice; it may 
furnish a slight relief, but will not cure the disease. 

Downtown St. Louis is now a welter, a scrimmage, 
almost a “battle royal.” Throughout the weeks of 
the Christmas rush it will be terrific. There is no 
way of calculating what this condition, in normal 
times, is costing the merchants. It must, in the ag- 
gregate, be a formidable figure. It is the merchant 
who, from a selfish standpoint, should take the lead 
in hastening the solution, which, of course, is rapid 
transit. 

But subways cannot be constructed in a day. They 
take time. Meanwhile, the situation is bad and stead- 
ily getting worse. Meanwhile, too, the automobile is 
here, rapidly multiplying, is an indispensable utility 
which should nct be so proscribed by ordinance as 
seriously to impair its usefulness. 


motor car from the curbs of our downtown streets. A 
scheme of garage accommodations strategically locat- 
ed seems an imperative complement to the proposed 
antiparking ordinance.

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THE SPOKESMAN REAPPEARS. 

The White House spokesman reappeared yestier- 
day. The mythical person who speaks in a New 
England accent for the President, having heard of 
the chain petitions that are being broadcast through- 
out the country in an effort to urge Mr. Coolidge 
to run in 1928, thinks that such petitions would do 
no good. This indirect, equivocar statement, we be- 
lieve, will not discourage the zealots who conceived 
the idea of chain petitions any more than the so- 
called scolding administered by Mr. Coolidge to Sena- 
tor Fess discouraged that third term enthusiast. 

Twice Mr. Coolidge has appeared to express dis- 
pleasure at the activities of those who think some 
dire calamity will result from his failure to accept 
another Republican nomination. But there has been 
in his tone somewhat of the tremulous treble that 
Caesar used the first two times the crown was 
thrust upon him. We do not think Mr. Coolidge was 
displeased by Senator Fess’ exuberance or that he is 
displeased by the chain petition scheme. It is too 
easy for him to quiet such friendly goings-on by a 
plain, blunt statement. 

In the meantime, however, the phrase, “I do not 
choose to run for President in 1928,” stands. It is 
the first and last statement on the subject from Mr. 
Coolidge and the people of this ceuntry, not accus- 
tomed to verbal trickery trom its Presidents, on the 
whole assume that it means what it says.

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AN APOSTLE OF LAW ENFORCEMENT. 

e Rev. Edward S. Shumaker, superintendent of 
the Indiana Anti-Saloon League, is the leading apostle 
of law observance and enforcement in his State. No 
one pays more ardent oblation to the divine inspira- 
tion of the eighteenth amendment, the Volstead act 
and the other legal props of the dry millennium. 
Yet how did this prophet of the law enforcers be- 
have when his own sacred statutes were not enforced 
as tyrannically as he desired, and, again, how did he 
act when he himself became involved in the toils of 
the law?

THANKSGIVING DAY. 
From Liberty. 
HE Jews in ancient times had their 
Feast of Ingathering. Many peoples had 
fall festivals when the crops were in and the 


wine was made. Roman Emperors and Gov- 
ernors frequently appointed special days by 
proclamations similar to those of Presidents 
and Governors today. 

In England, in 1258, “solemne fasts and 
generall processions” were thought to have 
helped a backward harvest. After the Bat- 
tle of Poitiers there was thanksgiving all 
over Engiand for eight days. 

When the Pilgrims fled to Holland in 
1608, Guy Fawkes day had newly been es- 
tablished as a day of “public thanksgiving 
to Almighty God.” And in this same sev- 
enteenth century the Westminster Directory 
for Public Worship specified that, at 
thanksgivings, the congregation was to have 
“a pithy narration of the mercy received,” 
to be followed by “convenient time for their 
repast and refreshing.” 

«So the Pilgrims were merely transplanting 
a custom when, on their arrival at Plymouth 
in 1620, they observed the first American 
Thanksgiving day. That was an austere af- 
fair. Buta year later they staged a harvest 
festival, had the Indian Chief Massasoit in 
to eat with them, and “sent four men on 
fowling, so that we might, after a special 
manner, rejoice together.” Presumably the 
fowlers got some wild turkeys, and the iden- 
tity of our Thanksgiving bird was thereupon 
established. 

Nobody knows when Thanksgiving be- 
came a regular annual holiday, but the Gov- 
ernors of colonies were always issuing proc- 
lamations during the next 150 years. 

Our first rea] national Thanksgiving came 
in 1777, after the surrender of Burgoyne. 
Irregular observance followed until 1863 
when, on Nov. 26, every Northern State 

l gave thanks. Since then presidential and 
State proclamations have been annua) af- 
fairs. and the Southern States, reluctant at 
first because they disliked Puritan institu- 
tions and later because it was a Northern 
holiday. ho v2 long since made it unanimous. 

By and large, we suppose we have about 
as much now to be thankful for as at any 
time in the past. We are unquestionably 
rich and prosperous—if not worthy.

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PUBLIC DEFENDER 
SYSTEM EXPLANED 


E. M. Grossman Outlines Work 
for Offenders Too Poor 
to Hire Counsel. 


The working plan of the new 
Voluntaiy Defenders’ Association, 
which proposes to help the Circuit 
Attorney speed its guilty clients to 
prison, while it furnishes adequa’ 
legal protection to the innocent, 
was explained to the Town Club 
last night by its president, E. M. 
Grossman. 

The exposition was prefaced with 
the explanation that the Voluntary 
Defenders’ Ass ciation would fur- 
nish aid only to casual offenders 
against the law who are too poor 
to hire counsel. It will not accept 
the cases of persistent criminals 
whether they are poor or not. 

Investigation System. 

As soon as the Court assigns the 
Voluntary Defenders’ Association 
to represent a defendant, the direc- 
tor of the organization assigns two 
investigators to the case, one to 
make a thorough investigation of 
the crime with which the associa- 
tion’s client is charged and the 
Other making an inquiry into the 
defendant’s life history, family 
connections, health and occupa- 
tion. 

The results of this investigation 
the director placés before the Cir- 
cuit Attorney. Grossman declared 
that the Voluntary Defenders’ Com- 
mittee of New York by this method 
of procedure was able to dispose 
of 90 per cent of the cases assigned 
to it. 

How the System Works. 

The procedure after the director 
and the Circuit Attorney examine 
the case and agree on the guilt or 
innocence of the defendant is that 
the defendant is adviseA ta plead 
guilty, or that the Circuit Attorney 
drops the case, depending on the 
decision. 

“Only in 10 per cent are these 
trained experts (director and Cir- 
cuit Attorney) unable to make up 
their minds as to what is best to 
be done in the circumstances, or is 
the defendant unwilling to accept 
their joint opinion,’”’ Grossman said. 
“They are forced to submit only 10 
per cent of the cases to trial.”
